requirements.  Approximately  170  long  coops  which  included  57  fowl,  97  mixed  springers 

3 ROOSTERS,  8 DUCKS,  5 GEESE,  WERE  CARRIED  FROM  FrIDAY*S  MARKET.  A FEW  FANCY  OFFER- 
INGS OF  SPRINGS  SOLD  FAIRLY  'WELL  EARLY  THtS  MORNING,  BUT  LOWER  GRADES  WHICH  COMPRISED 
THE  BULK  OF  SUPPLY  SOLD  VERY  SLOWLY.  MaRKET  HELD  STEADY  ON  A FEW  FANCY  OFFERINGS  OF 
BROILERS  AND  CHICKENS  BUT  WAS  WEAK  ON  FOWL  AND  LOWER  GRADES  OF  SPRINGS.  THERE  WERE 
PRACTICALLY  NO  SALES  FOR  PIGEONS  AND  SQUABS.  The  5|r  TRUCK  LOADS  DELIVERED  TO  DEALERS 

up  to  12  noon  Included:  3 Delaware  cross,  \\  mixed  Vermont  chickens,  1 North  Carolina 
fowl.  Direct  receivers  received  up  until  late  morning  65,642  pounds.  Actual  sales 
PRICES  WERE  IMPOSSIBLE  TO  VERIFY  ON  TODAY'S  MATKET.  CEILING  PRICES  ARE  AS  FOLLOWS!

Philadelphia:  Live  poultry  offerings  of  fancy  quality  3 lbs.  and  up  sizes  continued

and  poorer  quality  receipts  were  draggy.  Considerable  amounts  of  carried  over  stocks 
of  the  exceptionally  heavy  receipts  of  last  week  were  reported  clearing  fairly  well. 
However  at  noon  clearance  was  not  effected.  Receipts  August  6,  152,694  lbs  by  truck, 
3866  lbs  by  express,  total  156,659  lbs,  August  7,  9100  lbs  by  truck,  463  lbs  by 
express,  total  9563  lqs.

Chicago:  Market  steady  on  fowl  Unsettled  on  heavy  type  springs  and  weak  and 

lower  on  leghorn  springs.  Farm  type  ordinary  quality  ducks  1$  lower.  Some 
carryover  from  Saturday  despite  price  concessions  to  effect  clearances  on  leghorn 
springs.  Today  moderate  receipts  of  fowl  cleared  but  springs  accumulative  on  re- 
ceivers floors.  Wholesale  selling  prices  chickens  heavy  breeds  28-g*-  31,  leghorns 
28-29,  fowl  25-y— 27|r,  ducks  young  grade  A 26-|--28-§,  old  ordinary  quality  21-23.  Receipts 
Saturday  15,400  lbs.  last  week  18,470,  last  year  (express  only  1600  lbs  ) receipts 
today  193,968,  last  week  216,692,  last  year  187,360.
